The President appointed the following Committee of examination 
for the present year, viz: Dr. Demme, Pastor Baker, Batis, J. Miller, 
Peixotto and C. Miller.

Resolved: That at the end of this evenings solemnities, cordial 
thanks be returned to the congregation, in whose midst we have been 
so kindly received. 

The business of the ministerium being now likewise concluded, the 
meeting united again in a hymn of praise, then humbled itself before 
the Lord and the President gave thanks to God for the love and aid 
which he had bestowed upon us during the days of our sojourning here 
and committed himself and his brethren and the whole church to his 
future favor and guidance.

might have resisted the impression of truth. On the last Sabbath in 
September 1835, I finished my engagements in Winchester, and im- 
mediately commenced operations as your missionary. Leaving Win- 
chester under favorable pigacess I travelled in the stage to Cumber- 
land (Md.) where I enjoyed several opportunities of preaching to Ger- 


man brethren in the vicinity, and where I received a liberal contribu. 
tion for missionary purposes. From Cumberland I hastened by 


and steam-boat through Wheeling to Louisville in the state of Kentucky, 
- Louisville is a highly flourishmg city, whose location 
at the falls of the Ohio river makes it a stopping place for 


larger steam boats trading to New Orleans or St. Louis, and for smal. 
ler steam boats trading to Wheeling or Pittsburg. Here Travellers and 
emi whether from the North or the South, must necessarily be 
delayed, and hence the concourse of strangers is immense. Its fixed 
population embraces at least 20,000 souls, of whom some thousands are 
German emi chiefly Roman Catholics. ‘The protestant Germans 
in and about isville are scarcely one thousand in number and these 
I found (in October last) wandering without any house of religious wor- 
ship to which they could resort, and without any spiritual guide to in- 
struct them in heavenly things. At one time, I was informed, they 
had constituted something like an organized congregation, under the 
care of a German named Gerhard. But this was not only an abandoned 
drunkard, but in other respects a most dissolute man. Finally he was 
swept off by the cholera, but not without causing many to express their 
total loss of confidence in the purity of the ministerial character. Under 
these circumstances I received no encouragement to deliver so much 
as a passing sermon in Louisville. On the contrary I was assured that 
unless [ would consent to remain there permanently, or at least tarry 
for a number of months, it would be useless to attempt any thing at all. 
To do either the one or the other was inconsistent with the nature of 
my obligations to the Synod. Hence I contented myself with preach- 
ing various times both in the German and Eaglish language, in Jeffer- 
sontown, twelye miles further, where I purchased a horse for the con- 
tinuance of my journey. Thence I travelled westward through Ken- 
tucky on horseback, towards that part of Illinois to which I was anxious 
to pay my first visit. Thus travelling I crossed the Ohio river at 
Shawneetown, entered Illinois, and came to Union County. 

Union County lies in the extreme westeru part of Illinois, borderin 
on the Mississippi river. Its seat of justice is Jonesboro, which 
reached after a tedious journey of almost two weeks from Louisville, 
thus prolonged on account of heavy rains and frightful roads, through 
a country desolate and thinly settled. On this route I enjoyed occa- 
sional opportunities of preaching the word of God, but I neither met 
with nor heard of a single family attached to either branch of the 
German church, until I entered Union County. In this county, how- 
ever, the number of families, both Lutheran and Reformed, is consi- 
derable ; indeed the number may be estimated at one hundred and fifty. 
There they form an extensive settlement of native Americans, all of 
_ them emigrants from North-Carolina, at different intervals during the 
past twenty years. At first their number was exceedingly small; but 
as it increased, they piously determined to build themselves houses for 
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religious worship in the hope of obtaining a scttled pastor. According- 
ly two such houses were erected, at a distance of ten miles from each 
other, simple log-buildings in the ordinary style ‘of the country. But 
never have the people enjoyed the stated ministrations of a pastor for 
a longer period than twelve months in succession, and often for years 
in connection they have scarcely enjoyed an opportunity of attending 
to gospel-ordinances through a minister of our Church. More latterly 
they have been favored with occasional visits from the Revd. Daniel 
Scherer, pastor of the Lutheran church in Hillsboro, who must travel 
a distance ef one hundred and fifty miles for this pious object. At the 
time of my arrival in Union County, I was much rejoiced to find this 
excellent man upon the spot. Most gladly did I unite my humble labors 
with his, assisting him upon two occasions in performing the rite of 
Confirmation, likewise upon two occasions in the administration of 
the Lord’s supper. A third communion-season I conducted alone, afte 
the departure of brother Scherer for his distant home. 

The anxiety of the people in Union county to obtain a settled pastor, 
one who can officiate both in the German and English language, is very 
strong and oftentimes expressed in the most affecting language. Already 
they have subscribed $200 for the support of a competent man, that 
will locate among them, giving at the same time assurances of increase. 
Up to this date, however, their anxious wishes have not been gratified. 
It is true, a petition addressed in September last by the vestries of the 
two churches to brethren in the east, did meet with some attention, 
particularly on the part of Revd. Fredrick Ruthrauf and Revd. Solo- 
mon Oswald. Both those gentlemen afterwards caused communications 
of inquiry to be add to the congregations, and their communica- 
tions were promptly answered. But the result was not favorable to 
the destitute people. Still they remain as before, anxious to hear, but 
unable to secure a Gospel-messenger. 

My visit in Union County was prolonged on account of a heavy fall 
of snow unusually early in the season, followed by sleet which froze 
upon the surface. This unexpected occurrence in that remote region 
necessarily caused travelling to be almost inpracticable for a season ; 
hence I could not pursue my journey before the last day of November. 
On that day I bade adieu to the kindhearted people with whom I had 
tarried, being anxious to go westward 50 or 60 miles into Missouri, 
upon the waters of White River and Apple Creek, where a large settle- 
ment of Lutherans and Reformed from North Carolina, has been made 
during the past thirty years. In pursuance of this design I came to 
the banks of the Mississippi, my heart elate with the prospect of crossing 
the noble river. But with feelings of strong disappointment I found 
its whole surface literally covered with immense masses of floating ice, 
so as to preclude the slightest movement of any species of boat what- 
ever. Such had been the state of things for almost a whole week, and 
thus it was likely to continue for days, perhaps for weeks to come. 


a time, and determined to go northward in Illinois about one hundred 
‘and twenty miles, to the settlements of German emigrants in St. Clair 


County. On the evening of the third day I came to the border of the 
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30 
settlements, after a distressing ride, partly Perey immense fields of 
ice, and partly through vast prairies inundated by the melting snow. 

St. Clair county appears to have been originally selected by the german 
emigrants resident there, on account of its proximity to St. Louis, the 
great commercial emporium of the west. About five years ago the 
settlement was commenced by a few individuals ; but ae has been 
the rapid increase that now the number of protestant families either 
from Germany or Switzerland can scarcely fall short of three hundred. — 
Some of these are necessarily scattered in different parts among the 
English population ; but others have congregated together in distinct 
settlements. 

The first settlement which I visited, lies about 20 miles south east 
of Bellville, the seat of Justice for St. Clair county. It contains about 
twenty families, and is called New Argau, in memory of that part of 
Switzerland from which the chief settlers emigrated. Here to my 
great satisfaction I met with Revd. Jacob Riess, sent to this people 
from the Misson-house in Basel, in obedience to an urgent petition for — 
a gospel-minister. The arrival of this clerical brother had taken place 
avery few days before the time of my visit. He evinced a spirit 
which gave promise of much future activity, and he manifested a strong 
desire to enter into connection with some regular Synod of our Lu- 
theran Zion. I left him at the little settlement of New Argau, fervent- 
ly praying that it might become a beauteous spot in the Vine-yard 
of our Master. 

Trayelling onward I crossed the Kaskaskia river, ignorant of the 
fact that about five miles to the loft, negr the bank of the river, there 
was another settlement of our German brethren, comprising about 15 
families. Hence these were unintentjonally passed by. 

The second settlement which I visited, lies in the vicinity of Turkey- 
Hill, and contains about 35 families, all from the grand-dutchy of Hes- 
sen Darmstadt. Before my arrival neither they, nor in fact any of 
their brethren in the county had ever been visited by any minister able 
to preach the gospel in their native tongue. Still they had not been 
altogether without some meetings of religious worship. In general 
they assembled together upon every second Sabbath in the month, 
when a sermon was read, and other religious exercises were conducted 
by a school-master. The same individual had likewise baptized the 
infants, and confirmed those of riper years. It was not long, however, 
before I discovered him to be a brawler, jealous of his influence over the 
people ; and subsequently I heard that he sometimes indulged in occa- 
sional fits of gross intemperance. Had it not been for the opposition 
of this one man, a congregation might have been organized at Turkey- 
Hill without difficulty, But when a simple proposition to this amount 
was respectfully made to the people after divine service, he alone was 
able to create such a ferment, that I really trembled for the result. 
For-the-same-reason I felt constrained to leaving so much of 


my important errand unaccomplished. 


The third settlement which I visited, lies in the sailed es 
prairie. It contains about thirty families, mostly of that part of Ba- 
varia which is west of the Rhine. A majority may be called persons 
of education, reared in the better walks of soci-ty, and in their native 
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and accustomed to many of the refinements of life. But the spirit of 
revolutions, fostered by the spirit of rank infidelity, had compelled not 
a few of them to fly to this western land; hence I found them still to 
be infidels of no ordinary stamp. It is true, they received me with the 
external! politeness that is current in polished life, but they unreserved- 
ly declared themselves to be exalted above the need of a Gospel-minis- 
try. The Bible they had discovered to be a series of contradictions ; 
the doctrine of a future state was to them involved in many uncertain- 
ties ; even in reference to the existence of a Supreme Being they pro- 
fessed themselves sceptical. In short, they called themselves genuine 
rationalists, men who acknowledge no other religion, except the reli- 
ion of reason. 

To all this I did not think it expedient to make any lengthy reply, 
beyond an open avowal of my unequivocal faith in the word of God, 
and in Jesus Christ the exalted head of the church. Thus far I went, 
commending those deluded beings to the mercy and grace of Him 
who is “ruler in Zion.” 

My route now brought me to Bellville, already spoken of as the 
seat of Justice for St. Clair county. Butas I found in this place only 
four german families (one of which in fact was attached to the Roman 
Catholic church) I felt urged by a sense of duty to hasten farther 
without preaching. 

The fourth settlement which I visited, is called the Saxon Village. 
A few years ago it was established by eleven families, who emigrated 
from the same town in Prussian Saxony, purchased a small body of 
land in conjunction, and portioned it off in the form of a scattered 
village. This arrangement was soon found to be disadvantageous, and 
hence some of the original settlers removed elsewhere. But their 
places were soon filled up by others, so as to keep up the original 
number of families and the same general mode of living. 

The villagers in connection with a few additional families in the 
neighbourhood, occasionally had met together for religious exercises, 
under the direction of a school-master as at Turkey-Hill. But I was 
sorry to learn, that before my arrival those meetings had been discon- 
tinued. Still I was received with kindness, and much apparent grati- 
tude was expressed towards your venerable body for the desire evinced 
to promote their spiritual welfare. Some of them likewise expressed 
a desire to be furnished with a gospel minister, but others thought it 
would be time enough after the lapse of a few years, when they might 
be able to contribute something fur his support. Meanwhile they con- 
sidered a school-master for their children to be more important. A 
proposition to organize a congregation and elect church-officers was 
treated with respect, but it was held upon the table for subsequent 
deliberation. 

The fifth and last settlement which I visited in this country, em- 
braces about 20 families, resident in the High prairie. Many of these 
are from the grand-dutchy of Hessen Darmstadt ; and they, hke others 
of their brethren in the vicinity, have enjoyed occasional religious privi- 
leges under the direction of a school-master.—My reception here was 
highly respectful ; my sermons were heard with deep attention ; and at 

Close of my labors I was desired to communicate an expression

of thanks to your reverend body for the missionary aid that had been 
sent them. Yet during all my intercourse with this people I only found 
one man who expressed any anxiety to be furnished immediately with a 
ospel-minister, and even this one man—the owner of 200 acres of land— 
boasted that he would contribute three dollars annually for the support 
of the gospel. “The majority of those who are heads of families, dec 
themse to be already sufficiently instructed; and as to their children, 
they supposed, like others, that the instruction of these for a few years to 
come, would lie more properly within the province of the school-master. 


In addition to this lamentable spirit of self-complacency, I had frequent . 


opportunites in St. Clair county to observe how strong is the prejudice, 
how deep-rooted is the distrust, evinced by very many German emigrants 
in reference the gospel-ministry in general. Accustomed in their native 
land to a union of church and state, and hence accustomed to regard the 
ministry as an essential part of that system of oppressions under whtich 
they groaned, they cross the huge Atlantic, and enter a happy land, where 
a union of church and state is unknown. Here on this side of the Atlantic, 
they find relief from every burden, but still they too often retain their 
ancient prejudices without considering their change of circumstances and 
situation. On this account I was often compelled to hear their expres- 
sions ef concern about ecclesiastical bondage, and even to bear the smart 
of insinuations against the purity of motive on the part of those, who were 
sending missionaries to the west. Very many could not or would not 
believe that our missionary operations were dictated by the pure spirit 
of gospel charity; on the contrary they bold! cierekead their belief that 
some plan had die devised to bind the arene A through such an ageacy 
with ecclesiastical fetters. Such being a very current belief, I did not 
venture in any part of St. Clair county to solicit any contribution for mis- 
sionary purposes, neither did I discover any disposition to contribute un- 
asked for. Moreover it is highly probable, that a minister of the gospel 
coming to labor here permanently, would searcely be supported at first 
vy volun contributions, or at least without some assistance from the 

Nevertheless the field is large and the people are by no means 
deficient in ral ability, so that in the course of time a strong-hold 
for our church could no doubt be established, or at least three congrega- 
tions, respectable in size could be organized. Although many do not at 
the present time feel their need of an evangelical instructor, and many 
more feel happy and contented in their present condition, still sucha 
state of things can hardly be expected to continue. At all events, how- 
ever, this spirit of indifference ought to furnish a more powerful argu- 
ment for hastening to their rescue, and saving them from their pjtiable 
delusion, ere salvation be too late. 

Thus I had explored almost the whole of St. Clair county. Thence my 
course was directed northward from Bellville about 35 miles into Madison 
county, for the purpose of visiting a settlement called New Switzerland. 

“This I found to be a small settlement commenced m 1831 by two Roman 
Catholic gentlemen, Dr. Keepfli and Mr. Suppinger, from Sursee in Swit 
zerland. They selected a lovely spot in the so-called Looking-glass-prairie, 
near a range of small eminences, to which, on aecount of ied resent 
blances, they gave the names of distinguished mountains among theif 
Native-Alps...Here they took up their abode, and gradually gathered 
around them a nunrber of iia -gicpmnetes and refinements of polished life. 
Thus they still live surrounded by a smalf ehuster-of—peor—but_honest 
neighbors, chiefly Roman Catholics. Independently of this small settle 
ment, I only discovered a few scattered families of german emigrants m 
Madison county. I once more directed my eourse southward, and finally 
succeeded in crossing the Mississippi river at St. Louis, the great commef- 
cial emporium of the west. | 
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St. Louis has Jong been a chiet landing-place for the multitudes of Ger- 
man Emigrants,who had determined to make their home either in Missouri 
or Iilinois. Many of these selected the city itself as their permanent 
residence; but they were oe Roman Catholics, inasmnch as the prote- 
stants generally preferred travelling further and becoming tillers of the soil: 
About three years ago, however a small protestant congregation was or- 
ganized by a German namend Korndcerfer, who continued to be its pastor 
until the summer of 1835. At that time another German named Buettner 
reached St. Louis, and he being a man of some address, after regular bar- 

in and traffic purchased the situation of Korndcerffer for the considera- 
tion of 120 dollars. Hence the former became pastor of the congregation, 
while the latter was not ashamed to a 9s: a so called Grocery, but more 
properly speaking a Grogery or dram-shop, for the sale of liquid poison, 
within the precincts of the city, where he formerly professed to preach 
the word of God. 

Mr. Buettner was sent out as a missionary to the western states, by the 
West Pennsylvania Classis of the German Reformed church, convened 
at New Lisbon Ohio, on the 18th of May 1835. When arrived at St, Louis 
he saw pos pa to tarry there, where, as has already been stated, he made 
bargain and sale with Mr. Korndeerffer. Since his residence in that city 
he has established a German school, and he is now making efforts to 
collect money for the erection of a house of worship. At present the 
congregation worships, as opportunity offers, in other churches of the city, 
but on account of the general prevalence of infidelity among the German 

pulation, the ordinary number of hearers does not often exceed 300. 
Even Mr. Buettner himself sometimes sneers at what he calls the stiff 
orthodoxy current in the Lutheran church, and hence he refuses to unite 
himself formally with any ecclesiastical body in the land. Yet in many 
respects he appears calculated for his situation, where he flatters himself 
with the hope of much ultimate success. 

St. Charles, the next spot which I visited, lies on the Missouri river, 
about 21 miles north of St. Louis. Thither my course was directed under 
peculiar emotions, because I had been informed that the Germans in that 
vicinty had been much exposed to the proselyting efforts of a Roman 
Catholic priest. On my arrival I found the information correct, but was 
rejoiced to hear that in every instance tle jesuitieal attacks of the priest 
had been resisted with strong feelings of indignation. ‘To this was added 
another pleasing circumstance. When in St. Louis, Mr. Buettner had 
stated to me that the Germans in Missouri were bitterly opposed to all 
missionaries, missionary societies and ecclesiastical bodies of every descrip- 
tion, so that I eould only hope to succeed among them by concealing my 
name as a missionary. But in this particular I met with an agreeable 
disappointment. Not only in St. Charles, but likewise in every other part 
of Missouri which I subsequently visited, so far was I from discovering’ 
any necessity to conceal my character, that I always gained by stating it 
frankly. My arrival was always hailed with joy, and many blessings 
were invoked upon the Synod, by which I had been commissioned to 

The first American clergyman who ever officiated in St. Charles in the 
German language was the Revd. H. Kroh of the German Reformed 
church, who came hither in the summer of 1835, and organized a congre- 
gation. After him Mr. Buettner of St. Louis preached a few times, more 


recently a German named Garlichs and finally myself. This one eongre-— 


miles from the town. They are exceedingly anxious to receive a settled 
pastor, who can preach to them in their native tongue, and for this pur- 
pose they have already subscribed 175 dollars as an annual salary, with the 


promise of adding house, fire-wood, aad other necessaries. In many’ 
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respects the situation is inviting ; and it is much to be desired, that on 
account of the influence exerted from the side of the Roman Catholic 
church, these kind-hearted people should not be left destitute. Here 
I tarried ‘some weeks, confirmed four young persons and administered 
the Lord’s Supper upon Christmas-day, besides attending to the bap- 
tism of infants. 

Marthasville—about 40 miles beyond St. Charles—came next in 
order. In this region there are about 100 families from different parts 
of Germany, some indeed scoffers at religion, but many deeply con- | 
cerned about their spiritual welfare. All of them were induced to 

. settle in that remote region, in consequence of the flattering statements 


(flattering to America but highly over-wrought and exaggerated) con- 
tained in a work written by an individual named Duden. Mence 


many having been deceived, feel much dissatisfied with their situation, 
especially as a change is now difficult. Here I likewise administered 
the Lord’s Supper, inasmuch as the people at the time of my visit 
were destitute of a pastor. At present, however, they are supplied 
by Mr. Garlichs, who has purchased a farm and located in the vicinity, 
Pinkney, or rather its vicinity, about 20 miles beyond Marthasvi'le, 
was next visited. Here I fuund no more than 18 families scattered 
through the country, among whom I preached and administered the 
Lord’s Supper, as I had done at other points upon my tour. Like the 
rest, these people were destitute of a preached gospel, but they have 
now the promise of Mr. Garlichs to pay them occasional visits, and 
this promise will, no doubt, be fulfilled. 

Arrived at Pinkney, I found I had traced out the german settlements 
on the north bank of Missouri river, to their remotest extremity. There 
I stood, as it were, upon the last eminence, at the last link in the 
chain of settlements, and with no ordinary emotions of gratitude cast 
my eye over the ground I had traversed. ‘Thus I had completed a 
most laborious undertaking, in defiance of rain, snow, ice, storm and 
overflowing waters. Now I might venture to retrace my steps with 
confidence ; and this was done accordingly by way of St. Charles, the 
only practicable route at that season of the year, towards those parts § 
of Illinois which remained untouched. 

Leaving St. Charles, my next place of destination was Beards- 
town on the Illinois river. With this place in view I endeavored to 
re-cross the Mississippi at Alton, above the confluence of this river 
with the Missouri. But once more I was destined to experience dis- 
appointment. Once more the floating ice had suspended communica- 
tion between the opposite shores, at least for horse-men, so that I was 
compelled to face a tremendous snow-storm upon the prairies, and re- 
turn to St. Charles, there to await the course of Providence. For 
almost three weeks of intensely cold weather, both rivers (the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri) remained impassable. Finally the latter froze shut, 
______...._.. and_then IT was enabled to pursue my journey, but at the same time 
compelled to take a circuitous route of 30 miles, and retréat by way 
of St. Louis, where to my astonishment, not a particle of floating ice 
was to be seen in the river. This having been done, I came through 
Edwardsville to Hillsboro, on my road to the northen part of Illinois. 

Hillsboro the seat of justice for Montgomery county—is the residence } 
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of our excellent brother Daniel Scherer, the only Lutheran Clergyman 
resident in Illinois. About four years ago he removed from North 
Carolina to his present abode, near which a number of his former 

rishoners, or at least of such as had emigrated from the same region, 
had sought themselves homes. Shortly after his arrival a house of 
worship was commenced and partially completed. But for want of ad- 


ditional funds it still remains unfinished, as will more fully appear from 
_ an official paper addressed to the Synod, in which aid is solicited. 


With brother Scherer I spent two Sabbaths, in hope that the state 
of the weather and roads would eventually permit me to journey” fur- 
ther northward. But in this expectation | was again disappointed. 
Instead of improvement, every thing was made worse, in consequence 
of a heavy snow-storm, which fell the day before my departure, at a 
time when the earth was by no means firmly frozen. Of course, roads 
and waters became almost impassable, so that instead of going north- 
ward I was compelled to journey southward, !n order to meet engage- 
ments in Wabash county. 

Vandalia—the seat of government for Illinois—lay on my route, 
about 30 miles from Hillsboro. Originally this place was settled by a 
colony of german emigrants about 20 years ago, who brought with 
them a preacher from their native land. Soon afterwards, this unhappy 
man was induced to commit suicide, and the people were left destitate 
of any religious teacher, whocould preach to them in their native tongue. 
In fact, with the exception of two visits paid them by brother Scherer, 
I know not that they were ever visited by any minister of our church, 
except myself. ‘This visit took place on the last Sabbath in February, 
at which time I found about 20 german families in er about the town, 
some of them exceedingly wealthy, but many of them painfully mdif- 
ferent upon the subject of religion. As their number is small and 
their situation isolated, they cannot be expected to support a Pastor 
among themselves, even if they had the desire. No doubt for years to 
come, they can only be reached or assisted through the medium of 
missionary labor, which has now become awfully necessary. 

After preaching a few times in Vandalia, I took my departure on the 
first day of March last, directing my course towards Wabash county. 
Little did I anticipate that this would be the most frightful, tedious and 
distressing part of my whole journey. But so it was in consequence 
of an unexpected combination of opposing circumstances. ‘The snow 
which had fallen while I was in Hillsboro, had melted, and then came a 
frost in consequence of which creeks, brooks and rivulets were over- 
flowing with water. All was ice, and the ice was compelled to break 
at every step, thus plurging ofttimes into mud and water up to the very 
breast of my horse. Such being the state of things, a journey of three 
days was prolonged to eight. Finally I reached Wabash county, worn 
out with anxiety and fatigue, and my poor horse acerated in every 


place in the second weok of March, a few weeks after the visit of brother 
Heyer to the same region, by whom the people were prepared to antici- 


pate my arrival. 
Wabash county furnishes a most interesting and delightful field of 


labor, so much so that I could not avoid exclaiming in the language of 
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holy writ, “tit is good to be here.”’ In fact no region of country, upon 
my whole tour presented such a combination of attractions, no people 
won so largely upon the kindly feelings of my heart, in no spot that I vis- 
ited in the west would [ so gladly have taken up my permanent residence. 
Most certainly would | have entered into pastoral relations there, had 
not the people been already under engagements with Revd. H. Kroh of 
the German Reformed church, whose arrival with his family was ex- 
pected about the commencement of (May) the present month, With 
very few exceptions the people are Lutherans, strongly attached to the 
church of their Fathers, and very anxious to be supplied by a minister 
of their own persuasion. But having been visited by Mr. Kroh at 
a time when no minister of our church had ever been a them, 
they felt urged toaccept of the opportunity thus afforded, not know- 
ing when another might be secured. Of course this state of things 
must continue for the present, orat least until some other changes 
take place in the developements of Providence. 

As Wabash county is likely to be an important out-let for the sur- 
part of the population composing our church in many parts of 
lvania, I felt doubly urged to use my efforts to lay a firm founda- 
tion for Lutheranism in the district. This was to be done not only by 
preaching, but likewise by instructing the young and preparing them 
for the solemn rite of confirmation. Hence I tarried about six weeks, 
at the end of which time (on Saturdy April 23d) brother Heyer arrived 
and assisted me in the confirmation of fifteen young persone. The next 
day—being Sunday—we administered the holy communion of the 
Lord’s Supper to 69 communicants, most of whom weré deeply aflected 
upon that solemn occasion. ‘The third day—being Monday April 25th 
-— we laid the corner-stone of a new brick church, the fourth La- 
theran church in the state of Illinois, which is to be erected upon a 
spot of ground, eee | part of eighty acres that have been purchased 
as church-property. ‘lhe zeal of the people in this noble work is be- 
yond all praise. Their contributions for the erection of a house for 
God, have been exceedingly liberal, but as there still must be some 
deficiency, it is to be hoped that their prayers for assistance addressed 
to their brethren and friends in Pennsylvania will not be disregarded. 

The district in Wabash county will furnish three prominent preach- 
ing-places, one at Mount Carmel, the seat of justice for the county, one 
at Centreville, and a third at the spot, where the corner-stone of the 
new church was laid. These in connection with the 80 acres of churh- 
, property, will furnish a competent support for a clergyman not burden- 

ed with too large a family, provided a rural life be not repugnant to 
his habits. Hence sh any vacancy occur, which is not improbable 
at the end of the present twelve months, it is important to keep a 
watchful eye upon the station, which may now be considered organized, 
Pf br ars for it a competent man, able to preach both in the German 
= Lutheran church in the west may be established, and thus an important

nglish language. If this be done, a powerful strong-hold for the . 
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Thence I followed on the direct route-to Louisville, which I reached in 
the first week of May. 

Louisville I found as before rapidly moving forward in the great 
march of improvement, and I was surprised to hear of one unexpected 
change 10 reference to the German population of the city. The people, 
or at least some of them, wearied out by the long-continued want of a 
pastor, had made engagements with a German named Blumenthal, who 
calls himself a converted Jew. This individual was once licensed ad 
interim by the president of the Maryland Synod, but that Synod for 
suitable reasons would not afterwards ratify his licensure. Hence he 
wandered about in different parts of the west, until he reached New 
Albany, where he married but was finally more than suspected of being 
instrumental in procu the death of his unfortunate wife. Compelled 
to fly from New Albany in order to escape the administration ef the 
Lynch-law, he took refuge in Louisville, where he again married and 
became pastor of the German church. ‘There he now abides, much 
to the regret of every individual who possesses a real concern for the 
prosperity of our Lutheran Zion. 

Cincinnati came next in order. There I found the German 
tion of the city divided into two organized congregations, each of which 
has a competent pastor. Hence they a:e amply supplied, and seeming- 
ly in this ct require nothing more. In reference to the importance 
of an English Lutheran church in the city, I did indeed hear some 
remarks. But my own observation convinced me that at present there 
is no real necessity of this kind. Those who formerly were members 
of the English branch of our church have been generally gathered into 
other churches; and the time has not yet arrived for the Germans to 
become anglicised. Could we, indeed, compete with other denomina- 
tions by sending able men to gather up those who belong to no denomi- 
nation, something might possibly be done. But after all our cause 
among strangers is not popular, and perhaps competition at present is 
almost too strong to be resisted in a place like Cincinnati, where the 
co-operation of respectable lay-influence could scarcely be obtaimed. 

Pittsburg was next visited. Here a numerous German con 
has existed for some years, under the pastoral care of Revd, Mr. 
merer, an amiable gentleman attached to the German Reformed church. 
The want of an English Lutheran church in that city has been long 
and justly felt, and several unsuccessful eflorts have been made to remedy 
this deficiency. One fact that transpired beneath my own eye most 
unequivocally showed the importance of some immediate and_dicisive 
efforts in this respect. On the day prior to my arrival one of the 
most prominent members of the church was consigned to his grave. 
He left behind him a large connection ignorant of the German | 
and anxious to listen to his funeral-sermon in a language which they 


understood. Mr. Kemmerer felt himself not qualified for thetask,and 


~henee Dr- Heron, pastor of the first Presbyterian church in Pittsburg, 
was summoned to perform this duty, which he did in masterly style. 
At present, however, Mr. Miller from the Theological seminary in 
Gettysburg has removed thither for the purpose of endeavoring to 
collect an English Lutheran church, and it is to be hoped that large 
success will attend his pious labors. 
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Leaving Pittsburg I hastened to attend this present meeting of your 
venerable body, and present this brief record of my arduous toils. 
Blessed by an all gracious providence with a large measure of health, 
strength and courage in a most inclement season of the year, I found 
that I have travelled upon a moderate computation 3,200 miles, preached 
a multitude of times, administered the holy communion of the Lords 
supper to 230 individuals, confirmed 47 young persons, baptized eight 
children, and collected 30 dollars and 25 cents for missionary purposes. 
The journey was indeed a long one, but its results can only be dis- 
covered in an eternal world. 

As my time was chiefly among German emigrants, I cannot 
avoid remarking that among these I found three classes of individuals: 

First: The infidels, men who proudly call themselves rationalists, 
scoflérs at religion as well as at every insitution of Gospel charity. 

Secondly: Men who esteem religion good in its place, but suppose 
themselves exalted above the need of instruction, which they are anxi- 
ous to secure only for their children. 

Thirdly: Those who are really hungering and thirsting after the 

word of life, but in general exceedingly poor and able to contribute 
litule for the support of the gospel. 
All these classes exist more or less in almost every settlement and must 
be met accordingly. Whoever, therefore, under such circumstances 
takes up his cross and travels as a missionary to the west, he must by 
no means expect a burden easy to be borne. He must expect trials, 
difficulties and privations from the first to the last moment of his toils; 
often will he meet with rebufis and sometimes even be denied the ordinary 
rules of hospitality. In this view the subject has a gloomy aspect; but 
it has likewise bright and cheering features reflected from that blessed 
passage of holy writ which declares: “They that turn many to right- 
ousnees shall shine as the stars for ever and ever.” 

Truly the work is grand and momentous. It stands before us replete 
with the most awful ibilities, calling upon us most loudly and 
urgently to do more and still more for the salvation of our brethren in 


the west.

Much esteemed Fathers and brethren in Christ / 


| ; I transmit to you 
herewith the report of my mission to Upper Canada; I do it not only 
as an obligatory, but also as a christian duty, thereby to promote the 
work of missions. May this report conduce at least somewhat to awaken 
a more active and ral spirit in missi matters! May many 
true professors of Jesus, filled with power of wisdom, be induced hereby 
cordially to co-operate in this labor, laying aside all trivial hesitation. 
The subject affects the salvation of souls; what true christian, having 
at heart the honor of his Lord and the happiness of his r and yet 
erring fellow creatures, would sit still, or be satisfied with the counsel 
of Gamaliel (acts 5,) would he not rather feel himself urged in every 
possible way to co-operate according to his situation and circu 
in the advancement of the work of God. How much the more will a 
Society of men, who have devoted their whole existence to the service 
of God, unite in the propogation of the kingdom of their Lord. 


July. 


With respect te the work of the Lord, I have reason to be thankful, 
notwithstanding all the complaints of : “who hath believed our report?” 
For I do not think I have labored fruitlessly, or spent my energies in 
vain, on the contrary the Word of the Cross was received in love by 
some and they appeared to be converted to the Lord and to have parti- 
cipated in the redemption through the bloed of Christ. 

On the 6th of July amid prayer and supplication I departed from my 
wife and family and arrived at 7 P. M. at Philadelphia. The absence 
of Dr. Demme was painful to me, inasmuch as I desired to converse 
with him, respecting this mission. a2: 
_On-the-8th-F went-to Germantown to Secretary Keller, to ascertain 
whether he received an answer to his letter to Upper Canada, and to 
obtain my Certificate ; but alas! I learnt that no reply had arrived. 
The 12th I preached in the morning in Zion’s and in the evening at 
Salem’s church and dare hope not without fruit. 
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On the 14th I preached in the evening in the Northern Liberties, 
The 19th I preached again in the morning in Zion’s and in the evening 
~ im Salem’s church; in both temples the number of hearers was toler. 
ably numerous and not without emotion. 

My stay in Philadelphia might seem strange to some of the brethren, 
wherefore 1 feel induced to mention the reasons: 1. Texpected daily an 
answer from Canada, and without it I did not wish to commence 
pueeey- 2. The absence of Dr. Demme, the request of brother 

xotto and of many members decided nie to remain. 3. I applied 
the time to labor for the benefit of my congregation. 

The 21st I departed on a Steamboat for New York, without havin 
received an answer from Upper Canada. I was so sick all day that f 
dreaded lest I should be compelled to remain in New York ; but the Lord: 
helped! .Dr. Geissenhainer was from home. Mr. Geissenhainer, j 
gave me recommendations to the brethren in the state of New York. 

The 22d I journeyed to Albany. This voyage was very agreeable 
and lovely ; the eye rejoiced in the beautiful prospects and the heart 

ised the Creator of such glorious countries. 

The 23d I went to Rochester ina packet boat and arrived there in the 
evening of the 25th; on the boat I became acquainted with Revd. Dr. 
M. Master of Duanesburg, N.Y. and Revd. John N. M. Leod of New 
York, both pious men, and I found especially in the former much love 
and active faith and zeal for the extension of the kingdom of Jesus. 

The 26th I preached in Rochester to a small assemly i in the basement 
story of the second Presbyterian church. Revd. Mr. Fetter is the 
preacher, but dwells in Roch and preaches every two weeks in Roches- 
ter. The congregation may become a flourishing one in time, because 
many german emigrants seitle here. In the afternoon [ visited several 
families, in company with a pious Swiss, and distributed tracts. 

‘Phe 27th I journied to Buffalo and remained there the 28th to enable 
me to ascertain the road to Waterloo. Revd. Mr. Guinther is the La- 
theran preacher in this place; he has a strong congregation, which at 
present is engaged in buildinga church. Revd. Guinther’s exertions 
are praiseworthy. ‘Through him [ ascertained that matters were not 
entirely constituted in Canada as we were led to believe. A certain 
Bindeman is said to serve the congregations in Waterloo. 

The 29th I travelled to Niagara ‘and Lewistown. At the former 
place I beheld the greatest cateract in the known world. The water 
falls 164 feet over a perpendicular precipice. The sight is glorious 
and beautiful. | 

The 30th I departed to Hamilton, Upper Canada. Here I became 
acquainted with John Pinkley and Abraham Horning, two Germans of 
Pennsylvania, who were serviceable to my further progress. 

Hence I journied through St. Davis, Bienville and Stonecreek to Dun- 
das, where I arrived the 31st. Mr. P. Bomberger, a Pennsylvanian, 
who has in Canada already 31 received me with much. 


| 


On the ond I preached at this place to about 50 or 60,persons in a school 
house, not without impression. The third Mr. John Pinkley wae me 
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in-his waggon to Waterloo township. We arrived late in the evening at 
Mr. H. W. Peterson’s, The Lord be praised that he brought me in safety 
to the place of my destination! This night it was very cold and we had 
a hard frost. Before I continue the history of my mission, I must first 
describe the field of my labor and the difficulties which prevented me from 
cultivating it most successfully. Berlin, a village of about 25 houses, is 
situated in the centre of Waterloo township and is at present my place of 
residence. Every township in Upper Canada has 12 square miles; so also 
Waterloo, in which there is preaching in three school-houses. The first 
is in Berlin, the second at a distance of 6 and the third in Preston, at a 
distance of 8 miles from Berlin. The adjoining township is named Wil- 
mot and has been lately located; it lies 8S. W. from Waterloo and has 3 

incipal roads, that is, roads lately opened through almost impenetrable 
idets, passing in the low and marshy places over a bridge of logs, the 
stumps of the trees which had been felled being two or three feet above 
the surface of the earth. On the upper road it is 10, on the middle 7 and 
on the lower also 7 miles from this place to small school-houses, in which 
there might be preaching. Huron Road is likewise S. W. of Waterloo 
and is 3 miles to the place generally used for religious services, the road 
equally as bad. Puslinch township, N. E. of Waterloo, which thro 
Gulph is 28 miles from Waterloo and where there is preaching in the 
house of a German (Biber.) ‘The inhabitants of this township are chiefly 


Germans. The larger and wealthier part is Menonists, the smaller and 


poorer pars has lately emigrated from Hessen, Alsace and Wirtemberg. | 
The land is quite level and good, the soil is black and appears quite rieh, 
but the weather is often very cold in the midst of Summer, so that the 
hard frost destroys again what the rich soil had produced. On this ground, 
where the good seed of the divine word should bring forth fruit hundred- 
fold, the greater et falls by the wayside and is trampled under foot; on 
the other hand the seed of the Enemy and of infidelity grows luxuriently. 
Already these 8 months a certain Bindeman sows such seed, the teed of 
Universalism in this place. I do not think it is necessary te describe this 
man more minutely, for I believe his name is sufficiently known. leannot 
unnoticed, however that a certain “Klinkhart,” who practises as 

r of Medicine, is a faithful and active aid of Mr. Bindeman—both 
= oar Universalism and rationalism whenever they find an opportunity. 
fatal poison spreads through this corner of the earth like a cancer 

and consumes all piety. ‘This then is the field to be cultivated and the 
difficulties to be encountered. Verily they could not be greater, 1 Jost 
almost every desire and if the word of the Lord had not supported, I would 
have left it and returned. | daha 


On the 4th I visited several families and met the aforesaid Dr, Kilinkhart,.

followed the voice of its Shepherd. On the 9th I preached in Berlin, 
Waterloo township before a very numerous audience, (Mr. Bindeman 
was likewise present) and baptized a child. The Lord was with us, 
_ The 10th I visited the bishop of the Menonists to ask permission to 
preach in their meeting-houses. 
The 12th I travelled through Gulph to Puslinch township, 28 miles 

from Berlin and preached in the evening to about 30 hearers. Here 

too the seed of infidelity has been scattered by Bindeman. The howl. 

ing of wolves who exist here in abundance, robbed me of my rest at ] 


night. 

The 13th a violent and continued rain prevented me from returning 
to Berlin, I remained over night with a Mennonist, W. Bretz. The 
14th I returned to Berlin. The 16th Mr. Trompf of Wilmot township 
promised to send me a horse to enable me to preach there to day, but 
none came ; I went part of the way on foot and the remainder I was 
cgnveyed in a wagon by Mr. Bauer. The roads beeimg so bad, the 
is very fatiguing. ‘The meeting consisted of nearly 200 persons 
and the emotion was . O that the word may not have returned 
empty. In the after-noon I designed to preach at the upper road but 
could not, the distance beeing too great and I unable to procure a horse 
—I therefore returned. 

The 19th 1 preached in Berlin to 30 hearers. ‘The continued rain, 
storm and cold hindered me in my missionary labor. 

The 23d I preached in the morning in Berlin to 60 or 70 hearers 
and in the after-noon 8 miles distant. But 8 persons assembled, Bin. 
deman having preached in the morning and excited the peeple against 
me. On account of the Harvest I could uot attend to the appointed 
religious services, the inhabitants were more concerned about gather. 
ing temporal than spiritual things. During the week I imparted reli- 
gious instruction at home and in private dwellings. On the 30th! 
intended to preach in Preston in the morning, but through the instiga- 
tion of Bindeman I received the following lines : 


“ Mr. John H. Bernheim is desired not to trouble 
“himself to preach next Sunday, the 30th, in Pres- 


“ton, because the congregation does not wish to 
“hear him.”

Preston, August 24th, 1835. 
In conformity with this notice I did not go to Preston, I preached in 


im-vain. tothe 30..or_40 hearers, About 20 Germans haé 
collected at the tavern during divine worship; they became drunk and 
made much noise till mid night. It appears that Satan goes against 
me with violence, but I have a Protector, who is infinitely more power: 
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4 ful than he, and on his gracious and blessed hand, through which I 


have been so often delivered, I will still trust. I hope the Lord will 
fulfil Psalm 91, 8 also in this instance and that the issue will be glori- 
ous- In this month it was often very cold and we had much rain. 


September. 


On the 1st I delivered a funeral-sermon in Wilmot, on the lower road, 
10 miles from Berlin. | 

On the 2nd [ baptized three children. 

On the 3rd the Revd. Mr. Beltrige, preacher of the Episcopal 
church, arrived here, sent by the Bishop, Lord Quebec, to investigate 
the matter between Bindeman and Meierheeffer. He told the people 
that Bindeman had not been sent by the bishop, on the contrary the 
bishop had authorized him (Mr. Beltrige) to make known that Binde- 
man was a Universalist and an immoral man. He lamented that 
nothing could be done at present, because the blinded people clung too 
much to Bindeman and were themselves wicked; he returned again 
to-day. 

On the 4th I visited several miles from here. 

On the 5th I hastened to Puslinch, 30 miles from here to preach 
there to-morrow. 

The 6th about 40 persons assembled in the house of Mr. Biber to 
hear the sermon, a general emotion existed among them. These 
are very poor, they said “they were always afraid when Bindeman 
came and they had to pay for the sermon.” “ Although we love to 
hear a sermon we must nevertheless confess that B’s preaching makes 
us careless.” I had promised to preach in the after-noon 18 miles 
from here, at the house of a Mennonist, S. Eby, but the continued 
violent rain prevented me. I remained here and preached again, which 
was received with much gratitude and joy. Baptized a child born to- 
day. 
The 9th we had very cold weather and a hard frost. The 11th and 
12th it rained very fast and without intermission, so that unfortunately I 
could not, according to my wish and promise, go to Huron-street, espe- 
cially too the distance being very far and the read toilsome and no 
horse to be had. 

The 15th I preached in Wilmot, on the lower road, to 20 hearers, 
and baptized 4 children. 

The 16th I visited the sick and various families and baptized 7 
children. 

The 17th I catechised children in the morning and in the evening 
I went a mile and instructed a family in the fundamental truth of Reh- 
gion. The 18thI catechised children again. The 19th it rained so 
fast that the Catechumens could not come on account of the distance. 

The 20th the congregation was very numerous. First I held the 
preparatory. services, then I preached from Acts 2, 41 and 42; con- 
firmed 9 persons (6 married and 3 single,) baptized 3 adults and after- 
wards administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper; 28 com- 


muned at the Lords table. Deep silence, together with inward devo- 
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tion and heartfelt emotion prevaded the assembly during thé whole time, 
In general the moving of the spirit of God and the nearness of the 
Lord was visible. I baptized also one child and collected alms to the 
amount of $4.50; the 50 cents we appropriated to the payment of the 
wine used at the Sacrament. When I came to my lodging there wag 
a girl there, who was also to have been confirmed, but came too late 


on account of the distance; she wept bitterly, I promised to confirm 


her next Sunday in Wilmot township. 


The 21st I went 10 miles to enable me to preach to-morrow ata. 


Schoolhouse, named Wanner’s. 
~ The 22nd the audience was numerous. 

The 23rd I departed to my home. The 26th I travelled to Wilmot 
township to preach there to-morrow. . 

The 27th I preached to a large congregation and not without a 
blessing and administered the Lord’s Supper to 15 persons. A collec. 
tion was taken $1.47 and of Heiber and Peterson 50 cts.—total $1.97, 

The 29th Mr. Bliehm conveyed me in his waggon to Dundee, 36 
miles from Berlin. 

The 30th I remained and visited many families on whose hearts I 


tried to bind the one thing needful. 


October. 


On the Ist Mr. Peter Bamberger brought me to Biénville, 32 miles 
from Dundas. Abraham Grobb, a Mennonist, received me into his 
house with much friendship. ' 

The 2d and 3d I sought the Lutherans and baptized 5 children, who 
were brought to the house of a Mennonist. The 4th I preached ina 
Mennonist Meeting-house to a very numerous audience and adminis- 
tered the Lord’s Supper ; 22 persons partook of it with a long enter- 
tained desire, and were strengthened in their faith and spiritual life. 

The 5th I journeyed to Buflalo. The 6th, 9 P. M. I departed with 
the steam-boat “‘Ohio’’; the voyaye was pretty favorable till to Erie ; 
but then the Machine began to get out of order, and finally nothing 
more could be done with it; we were driven far back ayain in the night 
of the 7th till to the 8th. On the 8th with the greatest difficulty we 
reached the Port of “‘Asthabula’’ and were compelled to remain all 
day. In the evening the Captain departed, it was a dreadful night, by 
tacking we came 15 miles further, but had to return again. 

The 9th we remained all day in port ; towards evening we saw a 


-steam-boat inthe distance ; sailors were sent to hail it. The greater 
part of the travellers went on board the ‘*Monroe”’ and paid again—. 
through the help. of God, we arrived safely at Cleaveland, Ohio, on 


the 10th, at 5 A. M. 
On the 10th Lsought for Germans, that I might preach here to- 


morrow. found an acquaintance, Mr, Heissel, whose children Thad 
instructed in Germany (A. D. 1821) with whom I remaimed on-Sun-- 


day. Icould not fulfil my desire to preach the gospel here, in part 


because the most of the Germans live in the country, and in part on 
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sécount of other obstacles. Nevertheless I endeavored in the evening 
to apply the word of the Cross more closely to the hearts of those pre- 
sent in the family of Mr. Heissel. Mr. Tanoke, a young Theologian, 


- fas Organized a congregation in this place, and is endeavoring to form 


another in the country. Mr. Metzger, formerly a missionary in Afri- 
ca, serves a Congregation in Liverpool, Medina county, Ohio. The 
holy day of the Lord is very much profaned in Cleaveland ; in none of 
the cities on the seaboard did I see what I witnessed here. The boats 
were loaded and discharged the same as on any other day of the week. 

The 12th I journeyed on a line-boat to Masselin. ‘Lhe 14th I ar- 
rived at Canton, and found brother Cordetz in active usefulness—he 
has charge of four congregations and meets with many crosses Here 
I met with a Theologian from Germany, Mr. Winkler, he is clever 
and useful, but cannot obtain any congregations. He and his excel- 
lent wife suffer much. In like manner, candidate Jungherr is without 
congregations and must-endure much. Ohio needs ministers of the 
Gospel, but these need support, and this support the german popu- 
lation will not grant, and treats badly those who break to them the 
bread of life, yea! even casts them out. O when will the people 
awaken!’ Could not these men receive support from our midst ? 
On the 15th early I travelled to New Lisbon, but did not meet 
brother Herder at home. On the 16th I went to Wellsville, tried to 
find some Germans, but none reside here. I could meet no boat to 
ee my journéy and was compelled therefore to remain here 

day. 

‘lhe 17th I arrived at Pittsburg but did not meet brother Kemme- 
rerat home. I went to several of the vestry and requested them to 
permit me to preach here to-morrow, but in vain. It appeared to me 
as though it was desired to deprive the Lutherans of their right to the 
church, and as though something was to bo feared if a Lutheran cler- 
gyman conducted divine service. Enough, I was not permitted to 
preach. The 19th I departed from Pittsburg and on the 24th with 
the help of God, I arrived in health and safety in the bosom of my family. 
Unto the Lord be thanks for his deliverance in the time of need ! 

Although Satan in Universalist guise resisted me in my labor, I can 
still happily add, that notwithstanding the many crosses and toils, I did 
not labor entirely in vain ; that the seed of the divine word did not all 
all among thorns and on the rocks—some good soil was also found, 
which in due season will bring forth fruit an hundredfold. 


Summa. 
During this far and expensive journey I travelled about 2000 miles, 
partly on foot, the expenses amounted to 110 Dollars. | 


I baptized, children 23, adults 3 — total 26 
Confirmed 9 


At each opportunity I endeavored to sow good seed, which I hope 
. il not remain entirely without a blessing. 


Communicated at the Lord’s table 65 Ex.
